sam e spot where four years ago he ae- 
cepted the presidency in the shadow of 
a great national crisis, Franklin D. 
Roosevelt renewed his fealty to the 
American people today, and in his in­ 
augural add ress pledged himself to 
more complete D em ocratic processes, 
and the advancement of the under­ 
privileged. 
A cold, biting rain stung his face as 
lie met the great 
multitude on the 
broad plaza of th* Capitol, and told the 
nation and the world that while much 
has been accomplished during the last 
four years, much moi*- remains to be 
accomplished. 
“ We have set our feet.” he said, ’‘up­ 
on lh*' road of enduring progress, but

lowest standards of 
toda.' *all the necessities of life 
I soc millions of fam ilies trying to 
live on incomes so m eagre that the pall 
of family disaster hangs over them 
day by day. 
“ I see millions, who daily live in city 
and on farm s, continue under condi­ 
tions labeled indecent by a so-called 
polite society half a century ago. 
“ I 
see 
millions denied 
education, 
recreation and tile opportunity to bet­ 
ter their lot and tile lot of their chil­ 
dren. 
‘I see millions lacking the means to 
buy the products of farm and factory 
and by their poverty deny work to 
many other millions. 
“ I see one-third of the nation ill- 
housed. ill-clad, ill-nourished." 
Iii these striking phrases, Mr. Roose­ 
velt summed up his estim ate of the 
work that must be done in his second 
administration. The underlying philos- 
oph> til this second phrase of the New 
Deal is to diminish the gap between the 
•h a v e s ' and the "have n o t s ” 
‘ It is not in despair that I paint you 
taw picture," he said, with reference 
to one-third of the country’s being 
“ ill-housed, ill-clad and ill-nournhed.” 
"I painted for you,” he continued, “ iii 
hope- because the nation, seeing and 
understanding the injustice of it, pro­ 
ceeds to paint it out. 
“The text ol our program is not 
whether we add more to the abundance 
to those who have m uch; it is whether 
we provide enough for those who have 
too little.” 
There was little of belligerency in 
Mr. 
Roosevelt’s 
second 
inaugural; 
rather 
there 
was 
satisfaction 
e x ­ 
pressed, and high hopes for the future 
mad*' 
for the future of the demo­ 
crat ie processes of government, and 
for the material well-being of those 
who lie at the bottom of the economic 
scale. There was humility too. 
Ile congratulated the American peo­ 
ple on making dem ocracy work in a 
world that is last turning to dictator­ 
ship, communism, to fascism and all 
the other “ ism s” by which other peo­ 
ples seek to keep the mold of their 
civilization clinging together. 
Recalling the dark days of March, 
I URR, when 
the 
crash of economic 
forces made it seem doubtful if democ­ 
racy could live, he said : 
“ Our task s in the last four years 
did not force democracy to take a 
holiday ’ 
And then congratulated the country 
upon its determination to remain dem­ 
ocratic. 
and 
retain 
the 
democratic 
processes, inherited from the foundingi 
fath ers; but continued: 
“ In these last four years we have 
made tIi** exercise of all power more 
dem ocratic; 
tor 
we have 
begun 
to 
bring private autocratic powers into 
their proper subordination, to the pub­ 
lic’s government. The legend that they 
were invincible— above their fight for 
dem ocracy— has been shattered. 
“ They 
have 
been challenged and 
beaten 
In term s of m easured contempt he 
spoke of “ blindly selfish men” and 
‘those who betray for profits the ele­ 
mentary decencies of the nation.’’ 
“ Hard headedness,” he said, “ will 
not so easily excuse hard heartedness. 
We are moving toward an era of good 
feeling 
But we realize that there can 
he no era of good feeling save among 
men of good will.” 
“ The country stan ds today, as it has 
stood on num erous occasions in its 
history." he said, “ at the cross roads.” 
And he asked: 
•‘Shall we p a u s e now and turn our 
hacks upon the road that lies ahead/ 
•'Many voices are heard as they face 
a great decision. Comfort says 
I arry 
a while.’ Opportunism say s "Ib is is a 
good spot.’ Timidity a sk s ‘How diffi­ 
cult is the road ahead?* ”
